Herewith  copy  of  the  claim  of  Abraham  Marsh, Loyalist .His 
name  appears  in  the   list  of  Loyalists  who  settled  in  Upper 
Canada, in  township  number  2. 

Abraham  Marsh  was  a  member  of  the   Legislative  Assembly  of 
Upper  Canada  during  the  5th  Pa r 1 iament , 1811 ,  representing 
Stormont  &  Russell,   He  was   Justice  of  the  Peace* for  the 
Eastern  District   in  1815, 

In  the  registers  of  Cornwall  the  following   information  is 
found  regarding  Abraham  Marsh, Cat  her ine    ^  his  wife  and  their

Abraham  Marsh, junior, married  1st  Sept ., 1825, Harriett  Moison:

Dear  Sir:- 


A  meeting  of  the  Marsh  heirs  was  held  at  Rome,  N.Y. ,  on  the 


27th  instant,  pursuant  to  a  call  heretofore  issued  for  that  purpose,  and 
of  which  we  trust  you  are  in  receipt.     The  attendance  from  Canada,  New 
York  and  Ohio,  was  most  satisfactory,  and  several  letters  were  received 
from  more  distant  parts.    There  were  thus  represented,  either  personally, 
or  by  proxy,  or  letter,  about  forty  persons.    Mr.  Abraham  Marsh,  of  Canada, 
was  chosen  chairman,  and  Mr.  Daniel  Marsh,  of  Rochester,  N.Y. ,  Secretary. 
A  full  and  free  interchange  of  opinion  was  had;  much  information  in  regard 
to  the  matter  was  elicited,  and  the  result  was  an  increased  confidence  in 
its  favorable  issue.    One  feature  of  the  meeting  was  the  production  from 
different  sources  of  three  genealogies,  extending  back  over  one  hundred  and 
fifty  years,    and  being  connected  v/ith  the  same  rumour  in  regard  to  the 
existence  of  a  large  property  in  England,  which  agreed  with  each  other,  not 
only  substantially,  but  in  many  minute  details.    The  pervading  feeling  was 
in  favour  of  immediate  and  earnest  steps  towards  the  solution  of  the  matter. 
The  suggestion  of  sending  some  capable  person  to  England  for  the  purpose 
of  making  a  thorough  investigation  in  the  premises,  and  of  taking  prompt 
measures  for  protection  of  our  rights  if  they  should  be  found  to  be  as 
expected,  was  fully  considered  and  adopted  with  entire  unanimity  of  vote 
and  feeling.      This  and  other  necessary  steps  in  the  matter  led  to  consultation 
as  to  the  best  plan  of  organization  for  the  future  vigorous  prosecution 
of  the  matter.      The  conclusion  arrived  at,  wss  to  place  the  whole  subject 
in  the  hands  of  an  Executive  Committee,  which  should  be  such  in  pojnt  of 
numbers  as  to  faithfully  represent  all  interests,  and  such,  as  to  residence, 
as  to  admit  of  frequent  meetings,  if  needed,  without  great  inconvenience 


and  expense. 


fund  would  be  necessary,  it  was  decided  to  appoint  a 


treasurer,  who  should  be  the  depository  of  all  funds  raised  for  the  common 
object,  and  who  should  give  bonds  for  the  faithful  observance  of  his  trust. 
The  Executive  Committee  as  appointed  are  Daniel  Marsh,  Rochester,  Abraham 
Marsh,  Canada;  Samuel  Marsh,  Ohio;  Joseph  March,  Rochester;  James  C.  Marsh, 
Rochester;  Daniel  Marsh,  Cayuga  Bridge,  New  York  and  Ueorge  S.  Marsh,  Canada, 
The  treasurer  is  James  C.  Marsh,  Rochester*   ,  

It  was  further  resolved  of  this  union,  the  information  gained  hereby, 
and  all  steps  taken  therein,  and  all  knowledge  of  its  progress  should  be  confined 
to  those  who  have  entered  into  it,  and  aided  it  by  their  contributions  and 
sympathy,  or  who  may  do  so  within  a  reasonable  period  hereafter. 

The  Executive  Committee  were  instructed  to  commence  at  once  on 
their  duties  and  assume  the  future  management  of  this  matter  in  all  its  bearings 
and  details.      The  proceedings  of  this  meeting  were  directed  to  be  made  known 
in  some  suitable  manner,  to  the  end  that  a  knowledge  of  the  precise  present 
status  of  this  movement  might  be  had  by  all. 

In  accordance  with  the  last  named  resolution,  the  foregoing  statement 
is  submitted  to  you,  and  your  co-operation  in  this  important  movement  earnestly 
solicited.    The  prosecution  of  this  matter  by  any  one,  or  a  few,  will  be  onerous, 
but  if  shared  by  all  or  major  part,  will  be  comparatively  easy.    The  Executive 
Committee  will  call  upon  you  soon  nither  personally  or  by  letter,  for  a  sub- 
scription of  funds.    It  is  hoped  that  the  raising  of  an  amount  sufficient  to 
carry  the  matter  to  some  point  satisfactory  to  all  concerned,  will  be  found 
to-  possess  no  difficulties.       The  expense  of  a  mission  to  England  will  be 
quite  considerable;  which  uould,  however,  be  defrayed  by  comparatively  small 
sums  from  us  individually. 

The  amount  involved  justifies  the  putting  forth  of  one  earnest  and 
united  effort.    For  this,  time  and  money  are  essential,  and  a  reasonable 
expenditure  of  both,  is  no  unworthy  sacrifice.    We  are  free  to  say  that  there 
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exists  among  us  a  difference  in  enthusiasm  and  confidence  as  to  the 
ultimate  result,  but  the  most  skeptical  look  upon  the  chances  as 
sufficiently  favourable  to  warrant  the  investment  of  a  reasonable  sum  upon 
the  basis  of  a  mere  business  operation,  while  to  the  sanguine  it  is  a  matter 
of  faith.

In  1933  an   enquiry  was  received   from  A.   P.   Northrup,   Brig  ton, 

as  follows:     I  am  anuious  to  obtain,   if  possible,   the  dates  of  the 

arrival  in  Canada  or  in  what   is  now  Prince  Edward  County  of 

(1)    Col.   William  Marsh  and   (2)   Asa.  Weller,   the  first   settler  at 

the  Carrying  Place,   who  married  Hannah  Marsh   (a  daughter  of  Col. 

Marsh)    in  Vermont    (possibly  Manchester)   be  ore  coming  to  Canada. 

One  of  their   children,   Catharine,   born  1787,   married  in  1804 

James  ^oung,   a   son  of  ^obert  Young,   who  was   the  second   settler  on 

the  Carrying  Place,    coming   from  N0va  Scotia   in  1796.     Asa  Weller

&  Robert  Young  settled  on  lots  No.   northwest  &  No.   1  south  east 
(respectively)    of  the  old  Indian  Portage.     I  have  always  under- 
stood tiiat   Sarah  Weller  was  the  first  white   child  born  on  the 
Carrying  Place   (1793)    and   *  am  endeavouring  without  much  success 
to  obtain  dates  &  data  regarding  both  Col.   William  Marsh  and 
Asa  Weller. 

The  following   is  the  information  sent  him:     Marsh     -  Weller. 
The  claim  of  Wm.  Marsh,  U.E.,    formerly  of  Manchester,  Vermont, 
for  losses   sustained  during  the  American  Revolution  is   set  forth 
on  pp.    575-579  and  1050-1051  of  the  Second  Report,   Ontario  Bureau 
of  Archives,   1904.      (This  Report   is  now  out   of  print,   but  copies 
were  sent   to  libraries  throughout   the  Province  at  the  time  of  its 
publication ) 

He  received  a   certificate  from  John  Collins,   Deputy    Purveyor,  dated 
Kingston,    6th  September,    1787,    for  850   acres   of  land,   being  500 
for  himself  and  350  for  his    wife  and   six   children,    five   sons  and 
one  daughter.     The  only  land  x   can  find  located  under  tnis 
certificate   is  Lots  4  in  the  First   and  3econd  Concessions,  Town- 
ship of  Sidney,   400  acres.     He  never  received  a  patent   for  these 


lots  but  his   son,  Mathias  Marsh,  U.E.,    of  Sidney,   was  patented 
the  East  Half  of  both  Lots  under  an  Orcer  from  the  Heir  ynd 
Devisee  Commission,  1797. 

A   copy   of  a  petition  from  Wm.  Marsh,    Senior,   read  before  the 
Executive  Council  of  Upper  Canada  on  22nd  June,   1793,    can  most 
likely  be  obtained  from  Dr.   A.   G- .   Doughty,    C.M.G.,   Deputy  Minister, 
Public  Archives  of  Canada,   Ottawa,   Ontario,   as  also   can  the 
petitions  of  Benjamin  Marsh   (5th  July,    1796),   Samuel  Wm.  Marsh, 
(5th  July,   1796),   Jeremiah  Marsh   (14th  July,   1796),  William 
Samuel  Marsh   (22nd  June,   1797),    and  Mathias  Marsh   (28th  June,  1796) 
On  10th  May,   1848,   a  petition  from  Robert  B.  Marsh,    of  Port  Hope, 
was  read  before  the  Executive  Council  asking  for   compensation  for 
losses   suffered  by  his   father   (Wm.    Samuel  Marsh)    and  his  grand- 
father  (Wm.  Marsh,    Sr.)    in  Vermont),    during  the  American 
Revolution.     A  copy  of  this   petition  might  also  be  obtained  from 
Dr.   Doughty,  Ottawa. 

(Dr.    Doughty   died  a  year  or  so  ago  and  the  present  Archivist 
at  Ottawa  is  Dr.   G-ustave  Lanctot.) 

There   is   a   short   sketch  of  the  Marsh  family   in  "Pioneer  Life  on 
the  Bay  of  Quinte",    p.  585. 

References  to  Wm.   Marsh,   Sr.,  will  most   likely  be   found   in  the 
Haldimand  Papers   in  the  Public  Archives  of  Canada,  Ottawa. 

A  petition  from  Asa  Weller  asking  for  lands  for  himself  and  his 
wife,  (Hannah,  daughter  of  William  M  rsh,  U.E.)  was  read  before 
the  Council  on  28th  June,  1796.  A  copy  of  this  petition  can  be 
obtained  from  the  Public  Archives  of  Canada.     Lands   granted  to 


Asa  Weller  were  lots  4,  A  and  first   concessions,   and  lots  A  1 

and  2,   west   side   of  the  Carrying  Place,   township  of  Murray. 

The  following   obituary  of  Asa  Weller  appeared   in  the  Upper  Canada 

Herald,  Kingston,    29th  March,  1825: 

Died,   on  the  17th  inst.,   aged  63,   Asa  Weller,    Esq.,   of  the  Town- 
ship of  Murray.     As  a  man  and  a  Magistrate,   his  manners  were  mild, 
conciliatory  and  unassuming;    that  meekness  of   spirit  -:hich  shines 
sh  conspicuously  in  the  man  of  feeling  and  the  Christian,  had 
endeared  him  to   all  who  knew  him.     He  was  the  oldest  inhabitant 
of  that  place,   end  having  endured  the  hardships  of  a  Canadian 
forest,   he   always   felt   for,    and   often  relieved,    the  sufferings 
of  his  necessitous  neighbours.     His  funeral  was   conducted  in  that 
respectful  and   solemn  manner  which  aid   credit  both  to  his 
surviving  relatives,    and  his   surrounding  neighbours.     An  excellent 
sermon  was  delivered  on  the   occasion  by  the  Rev.  Mr.  Grieii. 

His   wife,   Hannah,   had  died  three  years  previous. 


17th  July,  1933. 
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ASA  WELLER,who  came  from  Manchester , Vermont , and  married  a 
daughter  of  Colonel  William  Marsh, one  of  the  oldest  settlers 
in  Sidney, was  the  first  white  man  to  take  up  land  and  settle 
on  the  carrying  place  which, even  at  that  time, was  historic 
as  a  battlefield  of  the  Indians, and  was  known  to  haTe  been 
first  possessed  by  the  Iroquois.     He  settled  on  lot  1  on 
the  northwest  side  of  the  old  Indian  portage, but  was  very 
shortly  afterward  followed  by  Robert  Young  who, in  1796, 
located  on  the  southeast  side.
